We also have our 
credentials from the provisional government 
of Hawaii, When we reach Washington we 
will present our credentiais at the State De- 
partment, as is the custom in all diplomatic 
in ree. Should we be recognized we 
will doubtless be presented in due time gnd 
in @ué mander to the President. What steps 
will follow these proceedings remains to be 
seen.” 


“It has been stated that in case the commis- 
sion feila to be recognized in Washington by 
our government. it will proceed to England 
for the purpose of securing from the English 
Government some sortof aid or recognition. 
Je that statement correct?’ 

“The provisional government that we rep- 
resent have given us no further instructions 
than to proceed to Washington. We have no 
idea or intention, so far as we know from our

Head of the Provisional Government. 

* What are the antecedents of the head of 
the provisional government of Hawaii?’ was 
next asked of Commissioner Carter, and he 
replied : 

Sanford B. Dole is at the head. He is 48 years 
of age. was born in Honolulu of American parent- 
age, educated at Punahou College in Honolulu, 
and finished his course at Williams College in the 
United States. -He studied law in Boston, was 
admitted to the Massachusetts bar in 1860, and re 
turned shortly after to Honolala, where he soon be 
came a leading practitauoner, whica position he 
held until his elevation to the bench in 1887. He 
was a representative in the Legislatures of 1884 
and 1536, where he was the leader of 
the opposition to the extray and 
corruption which precipitated the revolution 
of 1887. He was appointed Judge of the Supreme 
Court in 1887. He has never been in favor of an- 
nexation, and states that it is only from a sense of 
duty with the greatest regrét and ina firm con- 
viction that there ie no other method of securing 
peace and safety to life and property in the isl- 
and that he has been forced to take this action. 
He is a scientific writer, a methber of the Hono- 
Julu Social Science club and of the Hawaiian 
Historical Society, the trustee of the Honolulu 
Pablic Library, a po gentioman of com- 
manding mien, a recognized leader of thought 
and progress. 

Mr. Dole’s Colleagues. 

“The gentlemen associated with him in the con- 
trol of the provisional government are likewise 
eminent and have'the true American spirit. P. 
C. Jones is am American from Boston, of old Revo- 
lutionary stock. He went: to Honolulu in 1858 
and married a lady of Hawaiian birth. He was 
at. the head of a business, the value of which was 
over $1,000,000. He sold it, retired, and traveled 
abroad with his family. He was Minister of 
Finance inthe Hawaiian Government antil he 
‘was voted out of the Cabinet by an intrigue of 
the Queen. 

Capt. James.A. King, another member of the 
provisional government, was Superintendent of 
the Wilders Steamship company, a company of 
balf a million capital, representing one-half of 
the inter-island trade. He has lived in the island 
twenty-five years. 

. William C. Smith, another member of Hawaiian 
birth end American -parentage. was educ 

at Penalou College. Ke lias been Sheriff of the 
Islands of Kauai and‘ Maui, was admitted to 
the Hawaiian bar: has been deputy at- 
torney, and was a member of the Legislatures of 
1878, 1854, 1887, 1888, and 189% In addition to his 
practice, he is an exténsive owner of sugar planta- 
tion stock, a director in some half dozén cornora- 
tions. and managing trustee of the estate of the 
late King Lunailo, He married a lady of isiand 
birth. And so on, including every member of the 
provisional government, of whom re are a 
dozen more. In every case the individual is either 
Hawaiian born, of American parentage, or has 
lived in the island more. than a quarter of a cent- 
ury, and most of them have married women of 
Hawaiian birth and education.

_ STORY OF LILIVORALANDS FALL. 


Lorrin A. Thurston, one.of the Envoys who arrives in Chicago 
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While tnese events had disgusted a large por- 
tion of the community, no idea of any violent . 
opposition was entertained. 

Saturday morning dawned with Liliuoka- . 


Legislature met fora fow moments during 
the morning, when it was announced that. the 
Queen had signed the lottery bill, which 
fastened that octopus from Louisiana on the 
city for twenty-five years. At noon the Queen, 
attired in all the splendor,of a scvereiga, at- 
tended by members of her staff, brill- 
iantly uniformed, and leading of- 
ficials of the government, rorogued 
the Legislature, bringing the n to a 
close:: It wasa significant fact that few of 
the /foreign residents were present, and 
only those members of the Legislature that 
constituted the majority that passed the lot- 
tery bill were in it. 

After the prorogation her Majesty requested 
such members of the diplomatic corps as 
had been present, the Justices of the Supreme 
Court, and ottier officials to attend’ her to the 
palace, which they did, and in accordance 
with the custom they assembled in the throne 
room. The Queen withdrew with the Cabi- 
net, and after waiting aimlessly about for 
nearly an hour the greater number of these 
personages left the palace, 

Exciting Scene at the Palace, 

Tt was during this time'that the “scene took 
place, which has! already been printed, be- 
tween her and her Cabinet, she insisting on 
the prorogation of the new Constitution and 
they begging her not todo so, warning her, 
as Minister Colburn afterward said at a 
public meeting; that if she did this 
thing the streets of Honolulu woula 
run red “with blood: All -this time 
she had the,police and extras to the number of 
about 400 under arms ready at a moment's 
notice to use force if necessary to. carry out 
her intention of foisting the new Constitution 
on the. country. C. B. Wilson was at the head 
of her forces, with the title of Marshal of the 
kingdom. He is half English and half Indian. 
He had no other interest in Hawaii'than that 
he was known as the paramour of the Queen 
and ready to do her bidding when she com- 
manded him. The very arms with which this 
foree was equipped had been paid for by the 
men who protested against the movement. 

The members of the commission assert 
positively that on that day not a single man 
of what wes known as the opposition to the 
Queen. and her party had so much as a jack- 
knife in the way of a weapon on his: person. 
They were at the mercy of the ignorant ag- 
gregation which was captained by an irre- 
sponsible man who had no other interests at 
stake than to command his squad to fire in 
order that he might make himself more 
gracious in the estimaton of the Queen. 

It was this situation which prompted a meet- 
ing of 150 citizens at the office of W. O. Smith 
in answer to Mr. Thurston’s call for sapport- 


e?s against the,aggression of the Queen, And 


it was the unanimous sentiment that life and 
property had been put in jeopardy once too 
often, and that a stable and permanent gow 
ernment should be immediately secured at 
any cost. Then followed the formation of 4

retired. 

‘ Minister Stevens Praised. 

At this point in the history of the case ono 
of the Commissioners interjected this remark : 
“When I wasin college our law professor 
said on one occasion that it had been charged 
that American Ministers abroad were, as a 
rule, men of mediocrity, but stated it was a 
significant fact that in every instance where 
Aanerican honor was at stake, the American 
Minister had risen sublimely to the situation, 
showing himself to be the right man in the 
right -place at the mght time. I thought of 
this,” said the Commissioner, *-When I saw 
how Minister Stevens acted a few days ago, 
when for a moment it seemed as if there were 
no hope.” Ri 

Visits were made to the provisional govern- 
ment: by ‘representatives of the British, 
French, and Portuguese Governments. About 
dark Mr. Damon returned from the palace 
with three of the Cabinet officers, who brought 
with them the protest of the sovereign with 
a request that it be dispatched to Wasnington 
by the provisional. government at the time 
when the application should be made for an- 
nexawon. 

“] wish,” said one of the Commissioners at 
this point, * that Taz Tarsune would empha- 
size the leststatement. It has been charged 
that this commission hurried from the island 
on the chartered steamer with the intention

The anti-option bill has passed the Senate, 
By the decisive vote of 40 for the measure to 
29 against it that body bas taken the ground 
that trading in produce for future delivery is 
prejudicial to the best inveresta of the people 
in all cases where the property is nos owned 
at *the.time of sale by the party by or for 
whom it is sold. At the sanie time the Senate 
refused to extend the ralo to'silver and to pro- 
vide that all persons or corporations who en- 


v 


tet into an agreement to’ fix tne price of grain 


or cotton, or other agricultutal product, shall 
be fined heavily. So far as the Senate is con- 
cerned the elevator proprieter@and the mull-. 
ere are to have full power tojgo that which is 
alleged to be barmfyl when done by Boards 
of Trade or other cothmercial organizations, 
the members of which are equally ready to 
make money by operating for an advance in 
prices as for a decline, while the interest of 
the warehouseman and milier 1s uniformly in 
the direction of low prices. This is claimed 


to be done for the benefit of the farmer, who 


produces the property. It ig simply astound- 
ing that any intelligent man could vote for 
the measure from such a motive. 

Ite passage through the Senate is no proof 
the bill will become a uw. ‘The chances are 
against it, and possibly some of the Senators 
who voted for it would have taken the nege- 
tive side had they not thought it probable the 
measure will never go through the House. 


| The seseion will come to a close little more 


than four weeks hence, and & great deal of 
ather business must be done. The appropria- 
tion bills demand immediate attention, and 
much: of it, while there are other measures 
which many members think of far more’ im- 
portance to the country than this. The only 
hope ite friends have seems to be in bulldoz- 
ing to the extent of forcing the other side to 
concur in the Senate amendment and accept 
the Senate dill without change in order to 
prevent an absolute block of the. wheels of 
‘necessary financial legislation. 

Suppose they do. What ghen? Hither the 
present system of trading in| produce for fut- 
ure delivery will be killed off, or the law will 
soon be a dead letter, a measure the utter ab- 
surdity-of which is demonstrated by the at- 


tempt to carry it into force. Nobody will pay

The law 
would kill off the business, at least for the 
time bemg, unless\as it might be done to a

duters could be in‘luced to accept. If these 
were so mach lower than those of the recent 


past as to raise a general protest from the pro- 


ducing classes they would speedily demand a 
repeal of the law, and this might culminate iu a 
worse agitation than any witnessed over the en- 
actment, Consumers in the ¢ities might pro- 
test against action the assigned motive for 
which was a desire to make them pay higher 
prices, and Ahey would be ked by the saine 
foreign influence that has di the passage 
of the bill in the Senate. The@ men who buy an 
important percentage of the grain and cotton 
and pork producte for sale to consumers in 
the British Islands would bring all possible 
pressure to bear against the repeal of a meas- 
ure tramed at their instance and in their di- 
rect interest. So there might be no getting 
rid of the incubus except by & written author- 
wation on the part of mahy producers to 
trade in property for them, in which cass

All this is on the supposition that the bill 
would not be declared unconstitutional. But 
it is not likely the measure would staad the 
test of an appeal to the Supreme Uourt of the 
United States. It is such a palpable’ effort to 
interfere with the personal liberty of the citi. 
zen, and so flatly in opposition to the business 
methods which have grown up ih most other 
departments o/ manufacturing and commer- 
cial activity as well as in the produce trade, 
that it ie difficuls to see how it could be éus- 
tained by a court of last resort, Pending ac- 
tion on this gy there would probably be 
big changes in character of the business, 
in which the farmer woujd suffer not! less

MINISTRATION.

Warts the Council lets week after week slip 
by without taking any action which may tend 
to stop murders at grade crossings, the Legis- 
lature, apparently nearer to the people, and 
more regardful of their interests, seems to be 
getting ready to deal with the subject. One 
bill has been introduced requiring all steam 
roads entering this city to raise their tracks 
‘before Jan, 1, 1895, and imposing a heavy pen- 
alty for every day thereafter that a road is 
operated at street grade. It may be that in 
some cases this time would be too short. The 
Illinois Central, working at high pressure, has 
shown that the elevation of even a small sec- 
tion of track takes no littietime. It may be 
that it would be better for the roads were the 
Council left to deal with each one soparately, 
as it will take some longer to do the work 
than it will others. 

The railroads seem to be indifferent. That 
being the case, they must take the conse. 
quences. If laws are pessed which bear heavily 
on them they will be the ones to blame, If 
they choose to force the Legislature to order 
the elevation of all the tracks in less than two 
years so much the worse tor them, If they do 
not look out they not merely will find them- 
selves obligei to elevate their tracks, but to 
pay far more then they do now for the persons 
whom they kill, not only in Chicago but in all 
parts of the State. 

As the Aldermen will not act the members 
of the Legislature should do so, and the laws 
they pass should be such as wil] be sure to ac- 
complish their purpose.
